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GENERAL INFORMATION. 

This Institution was founded in the year 1836 by the liberality of the 
inhabitants of Bethel, and has been in successful operation since that time* 
A valuable donation was subsequently bequeathed to the Institution by the 
Rev. Daniel Gould, after whom it received its name. In the year 1852, a 
half township of land was granted by the State, wliich has been carefully and 
successfully managed for the interests of the Institution. The income is such 
as to furnish an annual appropriation for apparatus, and improvements on 
the building. The building has recently been fitted up in a tasteful and com¬ 
modious manner, and is capable of seating one hundred and fifty students. 
It is situated in the village at Bethel Hill, one hlmdred rods ftom the depot 
of the Atlantic & St. Lawrence Railroad. For beauty of location, romantic 
scenery, purity of air and water, its entire exemption from the damp easterly 
winds of the sea coast, and for the moral and intelligent character of its popu¬ 
lation, it will compare favorably with any other situation in New England. 
Special attention is given to those fitting for College, Teaching, or the Count¬ 
ing Room. Facilities are furnished to young Ladies for acquiring a knowl¬ 
edge of the solid and ornamental branches. In the government and instruc¬ 
tion of the school, such methods will be employed as shall stimulate to 
exertion, expand, and discipline the intellectual and moral powers. 

We wish it, however, to be distinctly understood, that this school is not 
designed as a House of Reformation. It is therefore desirable, that, such as 
have children who are unwilling to comply with the regulations of the school, 
or with parental authority, should send them to a Family, or Reform school. 
Parents will always do well to consult freely with the Principal by letter or 
otherwise ; and such as are desirous of receiving information from the Princi¬ 
pal, from time to time, should enclose postage stamps in a letter, and state 
their wishes. The Cabinet of Minerals, Geological specimens, Plants and 
Shells, collected from different quarters of the globe, is extensive and wellc 



































I arranged, furnishing every desirable facility for the student. The advantages 
( for instruction in practical Chemistry, it is believed, are not excelled in this 
State. Experiments and illustrations, and a practical application of the science 
to agriculture, domestic economy, and the arts, arc made at each recita¬ 
tion. A well selected Library is connected with the U. B. Society, to which 
ladies have access free from expense, and gentlemen, by the payment of an 
annual fee. Lectures are given weekly, on some branch of Natural Science, 
Teaching or English Literature. Surveying, will be taught by field practice. 
It is of vital importance to the interests of the student, that he be present at 
the opening of the term when the regular classes are formed. No student 
can make up the deficiencies of his class, and do it well, by being absent for 
a single day at that time.
